(2) demonstrates that the disabled family has
income from employment or other sources (including
public assistance), as determined in accordance with
requirements of the Secretary, that is not less than
twice the payment standard established by the public
housing agency (or such other amount as may be es-
tablished by the Secretary);

(3) except as provided by the Secretary, dem-
onstrates at the time the disabled family initially re-
ceives tenant-based assistance under this section
that one or more adult members of the disabled fam-
ily have achieved employment for the period as the
Secretary shall require;

(4) participates in a homeownership and hous-
ing counseling program provided by the agency; and

(5) meets any other initial or continuing re-

quirements established by the public housing agency
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in accordance with requirements established by the
Secretary.

(b) DETERMINATION OF AMOUNT OF ASSISTANCE.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—

(A) MONTHLY EXPENSES NOT EXCEEDING
PAYMENT STANDARD.—If the monthly home-
ownership expenses, as determined in accord-
ance with requirements established by the Sec-
retary, do not exceed the payment standard, the
monthly assistance payment shall be the
amount by which the homeownership expenses
exceed the highest of the following amounts,
rounded to the nearest dollar:

(1) 30 percent of the monthly adjusted
income of the disabled family.

(11) 10 percent of the monthly income
of the disabled family.

(ii1) If the disabled family is receiving
payments for welfare assistance from a
public agency, and a portion of those pay-
ments, adjusted in accordance with the ac-
tual housing costs of the disabled family, is
specifically designated by that agency to

meet the housing costs of the disabled fam-
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ily, the portion of those payments that is

so designated.

(B) MONTHLY EXPENSES EXCEED PAY-
MENT STANDARD.—If the monthly homeowner-
ship expenses, as determined in accordance with
requirements established by the Secretary, ex-
ceed the payment standard, the monthly assist-
ance payment shall be the amount by which the
applicable payment standard exceeds the high-
est of the amounts under clauses (1), (i1), and
(ii1) of subparagraph (A).

(2) CALCULATION OF AMOUNT.—

(A) LOW-INCOME FAMILIES.—A disabled
family that is a low-income family shall be eligi-
ble to receive 100 percent of the amount cal-
culated under paragraph (1).

(B) INCOME BETWEEN 81 AND 89 PERCENT
OF MEDIAN.—A disabled family whose income
1s between 81 and 89 percent of the median for
the area shall be eligible to receive 66 percent
of the amount calculated under paragraph (1).

(C) INCOME BETWEEN 90 AND 99 PERCENT
OF MEDIAN.—A disabled family whose income

18 between 90 and 99 percent of the median for
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the area shall be eligible to receive 33 percent
of the amount calculated under paragraph (1).
(D) INCOME MORE THAN 99 PERCENT OF
MEDIAN.—A disabled family whose income 1is
more than 99 percent of the median for the
area shall not be eligible to receive assistance

under this section.

(¢) INSPECTIONS AND CONTRACT CONDITIONS.

(1) IN GENERAL.—Each contract for the pur-
chase of a dwelling unit to be assisted under this
section shall—

(A) provide for pre-purchase inspection of
the dwelling unit by an independent profes-
sional; and

(B) require that any cost of necessary re-
pairs be paid by the seller.

(2) ANNUAL INSPECTIONS NOT REQUIRED.—
The requirement under subsection (0)(8)(A)(i1) of
the United States Housing Act of 1937 for annual
inspections shall not apply to dwelling units assisted
under this section.

(d) OTHER AUTHORITY OF THE SECRETARY.—The

Secretary may—

(1) limit the term of assistance for a disabled

family assisted under this section;
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| (2) provide assistance for a disabled family for

2 the entire term of a mortgage for a dwelling unit if

3 the disabled family remains eligible for such assist-

4 ance for such term; and

9 (e) ASSISTANCE PAYMENTS SENT TO LENDER.—The

(1) FHA-INSURED MORTGAGES.—If a disabled
family receiving assistance under this section for
purchase of a dwelling unit defaults under a mort-
cage for the dwelling unit insured by the Secretary
under the National Housing Act, the disabled family
may not continue to receive rental assistance under

section 8 of the United States Housing Act of 1937

unless the disabled family:

(A) transfers to the Secretary marketable
title to the dwelling unit;

(B) moves from the dwelling unit within
the period established or approved by the Sec-
retary; and

(C) agrees that any amounts the disabled
family is required to pay to reimburse the es-
crow account under section 23(d)(3) of the
United States Housing Act of 1937 may be de-

ducted by the public housing agency from the
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assistance payment otherwise payable on behalf

of the disabled family.

(2) OTHER MORTGAGES.—If a disabled family
receiving assistance under this section defaults
under a mortgage not insured under the National
Housing Act, the disabled family may not continue
to receive rental assistance under section 8 of the
United States Housing Act of 1937 unless it com-
plies with requirements established by the Secretary.

(3) ALL MORTGAGES.—A disabled family receiv-
ing assistance under this section that defaults under
a mortgage may not receive assistance under this
section for occupancy of another dwelling unit owned
by 1 or more members of the disabled family.

(4) EXCEPTION.—This subsection shall not
apply if the Secretary determines that the disabled
family receiving assistance under this section de-
faulted under a mortgage due to catastrophic med-
ical reasons.

(h) REGULATIONS.—As soon as practicable after the

date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall issue
regulations to implement this section. Such regulations
may not prohibit any public housing agency providing ten-

ant-based assistance on behalf of an eligible family under
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section 8 of the United States Housing Act of 1937 from
participating in the pilot program under this section.

“(2) EXCESsS FUNDS.—Any fees described in
paragraph (1) collected in excess of the amount re-
quired in paragraph (1) during a fiscal year, shall
be available to the Secretary, without further appro-
priation and without fiscal year limitation, for use
by the Secretary for costs of administering (includ-
ing monitoring) program activities authorized pursu-
ant to this section and shall be in addition to other

funds made available for this purpose.

“(v) DEFAULTS OF LOANS SECURED BY RESERVA-

TION LANDS.—In the event of a default involving a loan
to an Indian tribe or tribal corporation made under this
section which is secured by an interest in land within such
tribe’s reservation (as determined by the Secretary of the

Interior), mcluding a community in Alaska incorporated
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by the Secretary of the Interior pursuant to the Indian
Reorganization Act (25 U.S.C. 461 et seq.), the lender
shall only pursue liquidation after offering to transfer the
account to an eligible tribal member, the tribe, the Indian
housing authority serving the tribe. If the lender subse-
quently proceeds to liquidate the account, the lender shall
not sell, transfer, or otherwise dispose of or alienate the
property except to one of the entities described in the pre-
ceding sentence.”.

SEC. 1006. ENFORCEMENT PROVISIONS.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Title V of the Housing Act of
1949 (42 U.S.C. 1471 et seq.) is amended by adding after
section 542 the following:

“SEC. 543. ENFORCEMENT PROVISIONS.

“(a) EQUITY SKIMMING.—

“(1) CRIMINAL PENALTY.—Whoever, as an
owner, agent, employee, or manager, or is otherwise
in custody, control, or possession of property that is
security for a loan made or guaranteed under this
title, willfully uses, or authorizes the use, of any part
of the rents, assets, proceeds, income, or other funds
derived from such property, for any purpose other
than to meet actual, reasonable, and necessary ex-
penses of the property, or for any other purpose not

authorized by this title or the regulations adopted

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pursuant to this title, shall be fined under title 18,

United States Code, or imprisoned not more than 5

years, or both.

“(2) CIviL SANCTIONS.—An entity or individual
who as an owner, operator, employee, or manager, or
who acts as an agent for a property that is security
for a loan made or guaranteed under this title where
any part of the rents, assets, proceeds, income, or
other funds derived from such property are used for
any purpose other than to meet actual, reasonable,
and necessary expenses of the property, or for any
other purpose not authorized by this title or the reg-
ulations adopted pursuant to this title, shall be sub-
jeet to a fine of not more than $25,000 per viola-
tion. The sanctions provided in this paragraph may
be 1mposed in addition to any other civil sanctions
or civil monetary penalties authorized by law.

“(b) CiviL MONETARY PENALTIES.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary may, after
notice and opportunity for a hearing, impose a civil
monetary penalty in accordance with this subsection
against any individual or entity, including its own-
ers, officers, directors, general partners, limited
partners, or employees, who knowingly and materi-

ally violate, or participate in the wviolation of, the
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provisions of this title, the regulations issued by the
Secretary pursuant to this title, or agreements made
in accordance with this title, by—

“(A) submitting information to the Sec-
retary that is false;

“(B) providing the Secretary with false
certifications;

“(C) failing to submit information re-
quested by the Secretary in a timely manner;

“(D) failing to maintain the property sub-
ject to loans made or guaranteed under this
title in good repair and condition, as deter-
mined by the Secretary;

“(E) failing to provide management for a
project which received a loan made or guaran-
teed under this title that is acceptable to the
Secretary; or

“(F) failing to comply with the provisions
of applicable civil rights statutes and regula-
tions.

“(2) CONDITIONS FOR RENEWAL OR EXTEN-
SION.—The Secretary may require that expiring loan
or assistance agreements entered into under this
title shall not be renewed or extended unless the

owner executes an agreement to comply with addi-

tional conditions prescribed by the Secretary, or exe-
cutes a new loan or assistance agreement in the
form prescribed by the Secretary.
“(3) AMOUNT.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—The amount of a civil
monetary penalty imposed under this subsection
shall not exceed the greater of—

“(1) twice the damages the Depart-
ment of Agriculture, the guaranteed lend-
er, or the project that is secured for a loan
under this section suffered or would have
suffered as a result of the violation; or

“(i1) $50,000 per violation.

“(B) DETERMINATION.—In determining
the amount of a civil monetary penalty under
this subsection, the Secretary shall take into
consideration—

“(1) the gravity of the offense;

“(i1) any history of prior offenses by
the violator (including offenses occurring
prior to the enactment of this section);

“(111) the ability of the violator to pay
the penalty;

“(iv) any injury to tenants;

“(v) any injury to the public;
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“(vi) any benefits received by the vio-
lator as a result of the violation;
“(vii) deterrence of future violations;
and
“(vii1) such other factors as the Sec-
retary may establish by regulation.
“(4) PAYMENT OF PENALTIES.—No payment of
a penalty assessed under this section may be made
from funds provided under this title or from funds
of a project which serve as security for a loan made
or guaranteed under this title.
“(5) REMEDIES FOR NONCOMPLIANCE.—

“(A) JUDICIAL INTERVENTION.—If a per-
son or entity fails to comply with a final deter-
mination by the Secretary imposing a civil mon-
etary penalty under this subsection, the Sec-
retary may request the Attorney General of the
United States to bring an action in an appro-
priate United States district court to obtain a
monetary judgment against such individual or
entity and such other relief as may be available.
The monetary judgment may, in the court’s dis-
cretion, include the attorney’s fees and other
expenses incurred by the United States in con-

nection with the action.
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“(B) REVIEWABILITY OF DETERMINA-
TION.—In an action under this paragraph, the
validity and appropriateness of a determination
by the Secretary imposing the penalty shall not
be subject to review.”.

(b) CONFORMING AMENDMENT.—Section 514 of the
Housing Act of 1949 (42 U.S.C. 1484) is amended by
striking subsection (j).

SEC. 1007. AMENDMENTS TO TITLE 18 OF THE UNITED
STATES CODE.

(a) MONEY LAUNDERING.—Section 1956(¢)(7)(D) of
title 18, United States Code, is amended by inserting “any
violation of section 543(a)(1) of the IHousing Act of 1949
(relating to equity skimming),” after “coupons having a
value of not less than $5,000,”.

(b) OBSTRUCTION OF KFEDERAL AUDITS.—Section
1516(a) of title 18, United States Code, is amended by
inserting “‘or relating to any property that is security for
a loan that is made or guaranteed under title V of the
Housing Act of 1949,” before “‘shall be fined under this

title”.
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
